St. Louis shippers declare that the 
Terminal combine in the new tariff 
schedule recently announced for coal 
Shipments between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis, instead of reducing the 
charges 33 per cent, really have in- 
creased them nearly 100 per cent. 

Under the old schedule the Terminal 
Association hauled coal from East 8t. 
louis to industrial establishments on 
this side of g@he river at a rate of $6 a 
car. This included switching charges. 
The new tariff, which became effective 
Jan. 1, fixes the rate at 20 cents a ton, 
with a minimum carload ot -& 
og This is equivalent to $7 per 
cdr, and yet this increase of $1 does not 
include switching charges. 

The latter add a burden of at least 
$2 or $3 to the shippers.

Hang Governor of the City and 
Its Chief of Police From 
Lamp Posts. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 3.—An army 
of rebels has captured Krasnoyarsk, 
capital of the Government of Yenisiesk, 
Siberia, on the Trans-Siberlan Rail- 
way. “ 

The rebels murderéd every soldier in 
the garrison and hanged the Governor 
and Chief of Police from lamp posts. 

They have seized from the treasury 
the $6,000,000 it contains and completely 
possess the city, which has 36,000 people 
and is the center of large trade. 


Riga Workmen’s Outbreak. 

The Moscow revolt is crushed, but 
the revolutionaries are now 
active in many other quarters of the 
empire. Three hundred revolutionaries 
were kiJled at Bakhmut, in Southern 
Russia, in a battle with troops that 
lasted from 8 a. m. until 4 p. m. today. 
A large number of rebels, well armed, 
suddenly. swarmed from the factories 
and attacked barracks near by. Three 
companies of infantry and a squadron 
of cavalry fought them until noon, 
when a compaany of Cossacks arrived. 
The rebels, caught between two fires, 
suffered severely and were finally put 
to flight. The troops had three killed 
and seven wounded. 


Liga Werkmen’s Outbreak. 
The critical situation in the Baltic 
provinces continues. Three hundred 
Riga workingmen, armed with revolv- 
érs and swords, attacked a_detach- 
ment of dragoons, who were grooming 
their horses this morning, and killed 
11 and wounded 14. The dragoons 
rallied and fired, killing eight work- 
ingmen, Other troops arrived and sur- 
rounded the rebels and killed or 
wounded several] score. 
The peasants on Count Stuganoff’s 
immense estates. near Perm, on the 
slope of the Ural Mountains, met and 
calmly arranged to divide most of the 
lands among themselves, tin gs g to 
the Count a formal notification of the 
portion they will allow him to kéep. 
Serious isorders among the re- 
Serves returning from the Far East 
took place at Cheliabinsk, Govern- 
ment of Orenburg, on the trans-Si- 
berian Railroad, it is reported. The 
reserves helped the revolutionaries to 
free a number of agitators who ha 
been arrested. Then they capture 
the railroad station. Another report 
is that the raliroad station at Irkutek, 
Siberia, has been burned by the revo- 
lutionists and that traffic on the line 
is stopped. 
Threats to massacre the Jews grew 
louder in Odessa. Revolutionaries 
there are discouraged by the defeat 
of their Moscow brethren.

Thomas If. Paynter was born in 

Lewis County, Ky., Dec. 19, 1851. He 
has served three terms in Congress 
and is a member of the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals. His early education 


was acquired in the Lewis County 
Public Schools, which was ,supple- 
mented by study in the Rand Academy 
and later by a course at Center Col- 
lege at Danville. 

He was admitted to the bar in 1873, 
and was County Attorney at Greenup 
for several years. He was a member 
of the Fifty-first Congress and twice 
re-elected, serving from 1889 and 18985. 
In 1894 Judge Paynter was elected to 
the Appellate Court and was re-elect- 
ed in 1900.

ment in all the dioceses of the United 
States to give the laity more say in the 
administration of church property. 

It was at the suggestion of the Ro- 
man authorities that the clergy of Chi- 
cago adopted the new rule of increasing 
the number of lay trustees in every 
parish to five. In many American dio- 
ceses the Board of Trustees, which pos- 
sesses title to the church property, is 
generally of three, and, as two of them 
are the bishop of the diocese and the 
priest in charge of the parish, the lone 
layman in the board can have very lit- 
tle to say regarding the administration 
and disposal of church property. 

This condition of things has occasion- 
ally given rise to complaints, especially 
in the cases, where a foreign congrega- 
tion had built a church and acquired 
the property through the individual con- 
tributions of the members. It is in 
order to eliminate such complaints that 
the authorities here have suggested that 
the number of lay trustees in all these 
dioceses be increased to three or five, 
so that the laity may have some say 
in the disposal and administration of 
the church propery. 

It is also the purpose of the church 
authorities through such an arrange- 
ment to eliminate an evil which has 
long existed in the churches in Amer- 
ica which causes thousands of dollars 
to be uselessly wasted every year in 
many parishes in the United States. It 
has long been known ‘here that many 
priests, as soon as placed in charge of 
a parish, go to considerable expense in 
order to make improvements’ which 
they think necessary and that in many 
cases these same improvements are 
done away with or replaced by others 
when a new priest takes the parish at 
a great cost to the congregation, Lay 
trustees will be able to prevent muc 
useless waste of money when a change 
of the incumbent of a parish shall take 
place, as their consent will be abso- 
lutely necessary in order that church 
property might be sold or exchanged or 
even improved to any extent.

Roosevelt to Send Arkansas 
$15,000 for Quaran-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—President 
Roosevelt will heap coals of fire on the 
head of Gov.

The revolutionists do not expect to 
overthrow the Amazon Government, but 
expect to call the attention of the Uni- 
ted States to the dual government in 
Pananria in such a manner as to force 
the tinited States to take control of all 
of Panama, not only the canal zone, 
and to administer both governments. 

The dissatisfaction is on the part of 
those on the outside of the canal zone. 
It is pointed out that within the terri- 
tory controiled by the United States, 
life and property are safe, and that 
the sanitary conditions are much bet- 
ter than in any other part of South 
or Central America.

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AN EXTRAOR DINARY EXHIBIT. 


One of the remarkable features of the three years’ 
exhibit of Pbst-Dispatch progress, published on the 
first page of. Tuesday’s issue, was the proof it con- 
‘tained of the permanence of the advance made in 
1904, the year of the World’s Fair. The unusual 
conditions of the World’s Fair period, when thou- 
sands .of workers and visitors were in St. Louis, 


caused extraordinary growth in all branches of 


business. ‘The circulation of the Sunday-Post-Dispatch 


in. 1904—the World’s Fair year—increased 28,510 
over that of 1903. But the average Sunday circulation 
loss of the year following the World’s Fair, when a 
great reaction might reasonably be expected, was only 
2249, leaving a net permanent gain of 26,261. The 
daily circulation gain in 1904 over the previous year 
was 30,237, bu the average loss in the year follow- 
ing the Fair was only 5881, leaving a permanent gain 
of 24,756. .The magnificent average circulation of 
223,588 for the Sunday and of 143,352 for the Daily 
was maintained throughout 1905. It must be borne 
in mind that these figures relate to averages only. 
As a matter of fact, the present actual circulation 
of the Post-Dispatch, Daily and Sunday, is far in ex- 
cess Of that of the same period in World’s Fair year. 

The advertising exhibit is even more remarkable.

Many men and their reputations, obtained by meri- 
fi Hon means, have dlenppeesed Uke bubbles Ther 
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were thought to be rockrooted men of power, ere 
the first breath of fact and truth blew them over. 
They had their money, like poor Yerkes, but what 
beggars they are in all other respects. Money is not 
success. Often it is the source of failure. Yerkes 
had not enough friendship in stock to carry him to 
the grave. Pallbearers were hired. 

Such men are not happy and cannot be. 
forceful, intelligent and perhaps on the whole do 
more good than harm in the world. But a man 
who sacrifices every other object to the golden calf 
cannot find life satisfactory. It is not what a man 
has, but what he is, that makes him a success or 


a failure.

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Professor of Finance Edward Sherwood Meade 
writes that for the trusts the past year has been 
one of struggle against increasing competition, 
against public opinion strenuously opposed to a con- 
tinuance of their existing relations with the rail- 
roads, and with financial difficulties which their 
enormous capitalization rendered at times gravely 
acute. “While a few of the combinations were 
able to increase dividends to a small extent and 
others added somewhat to their surplus funds, the 
year’s record of reorganizations, receiverships, de- 
creased dividends and bond issues presents a sorry 
reflection upon the wisdom of the great financiers 
who several years ago brought about the era of 
trust organization and inflation.” 
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GRAFT AT ITS WORST. 
The reformation of the police force compels the 
exposure of the unfortunate subordinates of the 
force, whose weakness of mind and morals has led 
them to look for what they call “easy money,” ob- 
tained by what is now generally defined as “graft- 
ing.” 
There is no way of evading such exposures if 
the police force is to be restored to its usefulness. 
They must be made in the process of weeding out 
the unworthy and the incapable. But the worst 
feature of the system of police graft, is the use it 
has made of honest men for the most corrupt pur- 
poses. , 
Where the purposes for which the entire force has 
been organized have been those of graft and ex- 
tortion, the best men on it have been compelled to 
act as part of a machine, used to extort money for 
political purposes, private purposes and every other 
purpose to which political corruption and personal 
dishonesty can pervert a police force. 

The depraving influence came from outside, but it 
was represented in the force itself by men put in 
authority to compel the submission of all to a gen- 
eral plan of corruption. 

This is “graft” at its worst. Not a vestige of 
it should be left in the organization of the police 
force. f
